It is the 
Intent now of theſe Papers, to lay open the Malice , and 
the Fallhood of theſe Calumnies : Not ſo much for the 
Vindication of the Proceeding,as for the Dilabuſing 
of the Common People; for the Beit Argu- 
ment for Authority is the Reaſon of the Laws ; 
and in theſe Caſes the YVigorous Execution of 
them upon the Seditions, 15 the only eftetual Re- 
medy.

And becauſe you 
now declare your ſelf [znocct of all you are.charged 
with, Ithink my {elf -bound. to declare here in Vindica- 
tion of the- Country, and in Vi:dication of- the Juſtice 
of the Court, that it was a Perd:@ well given, and tothe 
ſatisfaction of the Court, and I did not find my Brothers 
did diſlike it. This I ſay to you out of Charity, that 
you may incline your mind toa fubmiſſton- to the Juſtice 
that hath overtaken you, and that you may enter into 
Charity withallmen, and prepare your felt for another.

It isno wonder if the Ringing of this Emphatical Re- 
flection [the Blood of Ppoteltants3 4 Deſzzr 107 all the 
I2oteſtants of Erc/and, &c. over and over 11 the Ears 
of the Multitude, create Unquict Thoughts, and work 
ſome extraordinary Effects upon the minds of the com- 
mon People. It will be well therefore to ask Stepher 
Colteee what he means by that Proteſtant Religion that is ſo 
much Endanger'd; and who and where thole Papiſts are, 
upon whom he Charges this Hel/iſ Conſpiracy : for we 
have none as yet in light that can fall within the compaſs 
of his Challenge ; but his Majeſty himſelf, and the Ordi- 
nary Miriſters of Juſtice ating according to the Known 
Laws, and in the Regular Mcthods of Judicial Proceedings.

Was ever a Proteftant 3 ( ſays College ) I was horn e 
I Proteſtant 3 IT have hd 1o, and fo, by the Grace of 
God, Ile dye: Of the Church of England, according ts 
the Beſt Reformation of tne Charch, from all Idolatry, 
from all Superſtition, or any thing that is contrary to the 
Goſpel of our Bleſſed Lord and Saviour, Coleges laſt 
Speech. | 
"M this Clauſe he Declares himſelf upon his Death, to 
be a Proteſtant of the Church of England, according to the 
Beft Reformation, &c. Now there is No Charch of Eng- 
land but that which 1s Eftabliſhed by Law, both in Do- 
Frize and Diſcipline 5 unlefs you will make the Diſſextieg 
Proteftants, to be Aſſenters, and .Conſeaters; and Feake's, 
Owen's, Ralphſon's, Baxter's, Meade's, Jenkins's Separate 
Congregations to be ſeverally the Church of England, which 
no man certainly in his Right Wits will pretend to da. 
So that either he dy'd a True Son of the Efdabliſied Charcb 
of England, according to the Genuine Import of the Ex- 
pretiion ; (and as moſt manifeſtly he would have it 
thought, he did ) or elſe his Defign was to go off with 
a Deſperate Equivocation betwixt his Teeth, 1f he was any 
other than what he Pretended to be: and tit comes all to 
a Caſe, as to the Truth of his Proſeſſzoz, whether ye take 
him the Oze way, or the Other.

By this it appears that College was a Presbyterian before 
the Late Rebellion, as well as quite thorough it. He laies 
nothing, what brought him over to the Church of Eze- 
land at laſt; but that it was the Perſecution of the Diſjen» 
ters that carried him off again : And yet he told us but 
juſt before, that he was of That Reformation which was 
'Freeſt from Superſtition and [dolatry ; though there was 
nothirg of that we ſee in this Pretexded Cauſe of his Re- 
lapſe. The Remainder of this Paragraph is Myſterious, 
and Perplext ; and there is too much Reaſon to ſear that it 
was Intricated on purpoſe that he might be Urder- 


ſtood one way, and Mean another. But however, if 


there be any thing to be made out of it at all, it is, that 


he dy'd of the Presbyterian Perſuaſion. I would not 


force any thing, to Diſcredit the words of a Dying man; 
but if any man can reconcile this Paſſage, either to it ſelf, 


or with ſeveral other Expreſſions of his in Priſon, ſome 
two or three days before. his death, they will do him a

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Kind, and a Charitable Office ; for I muſt confeſs, I can- 
not bring them to any ſort of Confiſtence. 

A matter of two or three days before his Execution, 
two Divines of eminent Pijety and Worth, gave the Pri- 
ſoner a Viſit, and among other Diſcouiſes ſuitable to his 
Condition, and the occaſion, It was ask'd him, Q. What 
Church are yeof ® A. Of the Church of England.

ye, And he gave at another time his Reaſon fort. If 
it were known (faith he) what Church I am of, my faults 
would be laid upon my whole Church. How does this agree 
now with his Profctftion at the Place of Execntion £ Or 
where ſhall we find that Ind:vidunm Paeum of Colleges 
Proteſtant £ | 

There were ſome Circumſtances concerning my Lady 
Rocheſter, of which hereafter 3 and others grounded 
upon the Information of a Somerſet-ſbire Gentleman, that 
have prevail'd upon many People to take him for a Pa- 
piſt, which Information runs thus. | 

That the Informant Lodging at the Houſe of oze P. a 
Vitualler in Wich-ſtrect, in Michaelmas Term, 1677. ' 
there came into the Room where he was (upon a Sunday ir 
the Evening) a certain Perſon who was called by the name 
of College 3 and ſitting down there , enter'd into a diſcourſe 
concerning the Lord of Rochelter, whereupon the Informant 
told College that he heard the Lady Rocheſtcr was turs'd 
Papift;who thereupon demanded,what he meant by a Papili? 
io which he anſwer d, One that maintain'd the Tenents of 
the Church of Rome, mentioning ſome of them; as Pur- 
gatory, 
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gatory, Prayers to Saints, &c. whereupon the other under- 
tcok to defend the ſaid Tenents, and with great Vehemence 
told him, that he would bring him Books the next day that 


ſhould overtFrow all Arguments to the contrary : And told 


him farther, that his na:mue was Gollege, and not College 


\ and that he had wrought for my I ord of Rocheſter at Eu- 


more: But the Informant never ſaw kim before, nor ſince, 
o::1y bis Landloyd told him that he was a Joyner, and livd 
at the back: (ide of his Houſe. 

Colleces Anſwer to this Point was, that he believ'd this 
might be his Brother, who was a foyner by Trade, and 
dy'd a Papiſt, in Odober, 1678, He wrote his name 
Golege; Lodg'd near Wich ſireet, and (as he conceiv'd ) 
bad done work for my Lord Rocheſter at Exmore , which 
fecms to have been the ground of that miſtake. Belide 
that , Co/ege had ſeveral times Conteſs'd that he had 
firong and frequent Impulſes on his ſpirit againſt Popery « 
Inſomuch that 1f he did but ſee any book in defence of it, 
he would prefently ſet all his work aſide to get it an- 
ſwerd; declaring himſelfalfo againſt it at the place of 
Execution, in theſe words, | I do with all my ſoul, and did 
ever ſince I knew what Religion was, Abhor and Deteſt the 
Church of Rome, as Pernicious and Deſtrudive of Humane 
Society. 

T0 leave it now to the Readers choice whether a 
Papiſt, or vet Although for my parr, I am ſtrongly per- 
ſuaded of the Negative ; but what kind of Proteſtant to 
make of him, weare yet to ſeek, We ſhall ſee next how 
he ſtood affected to the Church of Ezeland; but foas 
to ſeparate his Opinions from his PradGices, which are re- 
ſerv d for another place. 

He received his Sentence, Ang. 18. and Suffer d upon 
the 31. Inthis [-teriz: the Biſhop of Oxford provided 
all that was poſlible tor his Relief and Conſolation, with 
infinite 
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infinite Compaſlion and Honour ; appointing ſeveral 
eminent Pious and Learned Divines to Adminiſter urito 
him 1 his Diſtreſs. The Reverend Dr, Marſhal weat to 
him firſt, who being call'd away by bus&ncts, Dr. Hal 
ſupply'd his place, from whoſe hand he receiv'd the 
Blefled Sacrament ſoon aftcr his Sentence ; but his De- 
votion-dutics were {ti]! diſtzacted with ſome interjected 
Excurſions of his own; and he was heard to ſay, that 4s 
he did not diſdain the Prajers of the Church, ſo he did not 
delight in ſuch Prajers, neither could he joyn heartily with 
thoje that did not pray by the Spirit. It was oblerved by 
one of theſe Reverend Gentlemen that aſliſted him, that 
when he came to the Prayers for the King, Preen, and 
the Biſhops, inſtead of Amer, he ſaid Lord have mercy 
pon them, though he joyn'd in an Amer to all the reſt. 
Two days before his Execution, one of them defir'd him 
to prepare himfelf for the Holy Exchariſt, to whom he 
return'd this Anſwer. It 3s no more than a Shell and 
Form of your own making 3 as if | eat a piece of Bread, and 
drank aglaſr of Wine, and at the ſame time remember d my 
Saviour. In this manner he refus'd it : Nor would he 
ſuffer this Gentleman to pray with him at all upon the 
day of his Execution ; declaring that nothing gave him 
ſatisfaction but Extemperary Prayer. The Doctor Admi- 
niſter'd to him by the Litzr:y, and ſo did Dr. Marſhal 
pray with him hkew:ſc 5 but iti] he would have fallics 
alſo of his own. Little Schiſmratical Faneway tells a long 
ſtory, (and againſt himſelf roo) (Nam, 42.) where he 
ſays that College was urg'd with divers Arcuments to make a 
Publique Confeſſcons, whereas 1t was only propounded to 
to him to Conteſs, Conditionally, and not Abſolutely, as he 
malicioully reprefentsit. True it is, that he gave hopes 
at firſt of ſome tracable inclinations toward the Enter- 
ta:inment of the Litrreyz; but upon Munday morniirs

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there, was found with him a certain unknown ©xaker 3 


and from that time till the ext Wedzeſday (the day of | 


his Execution) he was harden'd againſt all Attempts 
and thes-Obſtinacy of his was ſaid to ariſe from a ſug- 
geſtion of the Puakers, that without daſhirg the Credit 
Of thoſe Wirnetles, the Proteſtant Cauſe would be in 
danger to be loſt. Hepreſs'd very earreſtly that Titmarſh, 
the Preaching- 4nabaptiſi-Tanner, might come and Pray 
with him; and he was privately lent for, but not ſut- 
fexd to come at him. | 

You have here an account of the Prote/!ant-Foyners 
Reljzzon trom' his own lips, which is Relolv'd at laſt in- 
to a meer Enthuſjaſtical Whim/ze, The Fuaker pleaſes 
him 3 the Azabaptiſt pleaſes him3 and yet he 1s neither 
the oze nor the other, nor a Presbyterian; nor an 1zde- 
pendent; nor a Church-of-England-man , and yet a 
Friend to al/ but the Right; and Conciliable even to 
thoſe Opinions that are yet at an Inconciliable Variance 
one with another. Let the Reader now determine un- 
der theſe Circumſtances, whether that Proteſtant Per- 
ſaaſion that makes ſuch a noiſe in this Controverſie, be a 
Religion or a Fa&ion; or how it is poſlible either to De- 
ftroy or to Defend that Religion which 1s no where to be 
found.

And it is yet-more cx- 
plicitly ſet forth in the firſt Sefion, as we have ſeen al- 
rcady. How often has he been heard, even in the pre- 
ſence of Mr. Harleton of St. Pauls Church-yard, to whom 
he appeals from Mr. Maſte;s's Evidence, that old Rowly 
(his Cypher for the King) was a Payiſt s and it was his 
common d:{courle in Coffee- Houſes at a venture, as num- 
bers of Perſons are able and ready to juſtifie, if need 
{hould requireit. What's the meaning of his drawing

] ſhall have occaſion by and by to handle this Point 
more at large. So that no more needs to be ſaid at pre- 
ſent, but that Co/ege has (ſeveral times in Mr. Charletons 
Company, Juſtifi the Proceedings of 1641. and pro- 
nounced the King to bea Papiſt, as Mr. Charletcy I pre- 
ſume will eafily calLto mind, if there ſhould be any oc- 
caſion to refreſh his memory upon that ſubje&.ſ And that 
which he ſays to Sir William Jennings likewiſe, is no more 
than an Empty Cavil, without any colour of a Defence.)

In the Former, he prays that 
leave may be given to Mr. Thomas Smith, aud Mr. Robert 
Welt, to come to him and alſo to have the uſe of Pen, 
Ink, and Paper, in order only to make his Legal and Juſt 
Defence; and alſo to have the Comfort of ſeeins his two 
Children; which was all granted him as he defired.

N my way to the Capital Branch of his Charge (7. e. 
I the Deſign of Seizing the King, and Subverting the 
Government ) 1t will not be amiſs to-take ſome notice of 
the humor of the man in the ordinary way of his Behavi- 
our and Converſation : The Bials of his [aclinations and Opi- 
zi0ns, and other circumſtantial Diſcoveries of his [magina- 
tions and Purpoſes, with a reſpeQ to thoſe Seditious ends. 
And yet it may be looked upon, perhaps as an Idle and a 
Superfluous undertaking, to put my ſelf to the trouble of 
proving that by Particular Inſtances , which might be as 
well done by a General Appeal to all the Clubs and Cof: 
fee-houſes about this Town whereſoever he haunted : for 
they can every one of them bear witneſs to his Intemperan- 
ces againſt the Government; and that when he was not ma- 
king himſelf and the Company ſport in his way of Ridi- 
culing the King, the Duke of York, the Church, and the 
Court, the man was as good as out of his Element. 

They 
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They told me (ſays he, ſpeaking of ſome of the Lords of 
the Council) there was Treaſon Sworn againſt me ; truly 
they ſurprized me when they ſaid ſo; for of all things in the 
world I thought my ſelf as free from that , as any man. 1 
ashed them if any man living had the confidence to Swear 
Treaſon againſt me® They ſaid Several , Three or Four, as 
T remember.

Mounted and a Cate ot Piltols before him , not far from 
Enfield, Myr. College (lays he) what will the Parliawzent do 
at Oxford ? By Go (favs College) I know what they'l 
do. They begin with the Bill of Exclution. The King 
has no money, and he gets not a penny without it, Well 
({ays the ot her) but what if bis Majeſty w-l/ not paſs it £ 
Le ſhall fee then (tays College) who are the Papilts. Wl ra 
them down firſt, and tren we fhall do well enough with the 
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Clergy. We'l level them with the Ground. We are Ten to 
One. Is not this a Broad fign made at theKing? Ard does 
It not preciſcly anſwer the very Pinch of the Evidence? 
And methinks he ſpake home to another Jo;zer too, that 
_ charg'd him with the neglect of his Trade; and all the 
reply he made, was the laying his hand upon his Sword, 
as if he had ſaid, This 3s it that I intend to truſt to. 

There are ſo many inſtances of his Pragmatical medling 
Humor, that the recital of them would colt more Time 
and Paper than the thing is worth. A Gentleman in diſ- 
courſe with College in the Caſtle at Oxford, was telling him 
(after many profeſſions of his. Innocency) Mr. College 
(ſays he) you know TI have my ſelf at Cornbury heard you 
wany times talk undutifully of the Government, Now me- 
thinks, you that are but a Mechanick ſhould not preſume to 
meddle with things ſo much above ye. Was it any harm (ſays 
he) for Amos to leave his Cows £ Nay he was ſo Bold and 
Inconſiderate when things went otherwiſe than he would 
have them, that upon the Diſſolution of the Laſt Weſtmin- 
ſter Parliament , he went preſently away to Dick's (offee- 
Houſe in a Huff. IVWell (fays he) T perceive here's no good to 
be done.We nmſt een draw our Swords and Fight it over again. 
Theſe were the words, or to this effect. 

The Turbulence of his Spirit was ſeen upon all occaſi- 
ons, where there was but the leaſt colour for the faſtening 
of a Scandal upon the King, the Church, and his Majelties 
Miniſters of State and Juſtice. His Vein lay much toward 
Doggerel and De/gning , as he has plentifully given the 
world to underſtand in his Learned Drawings, which are 
{till charged with the utmoſt Rudeneſs, Malice, and Scur- 
rility imaginable : Inſomuch that the Treaſon of his Heart 
is laid as open in thoſe Cuts, as that of his Tongze was at 
his Trial ; with this ſingle Difference, that the one was 
only a wiſh, and the other an Overt A&, and a declared Re- 
ſolution. This 
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This device calP'd the Catholique Gameſters , 1s a vene- 
mous Libel upon all the Orders of the Government ; and 
firlt upon the Kizg himſelf, charging all the Pretended Miſ- 
carriages of State, in Shew, upon the Papiſts, but in Truth, 
' and Effe&, upon his Majeſty. | 

It 18 a Libel upon the Hoſe of Peers, by the Culling out 
of ſo many Lords by Name, under the Title of Proteſtants, 
and Repreſenting in that number only Two Biſhops , that 
isto ſay, Hereford and Lincoln , implying all the reſt to be 
Papiſts. Tn the Houſe of Commons, he tells us of $56 
who Voted by Contents, got Bills to Paſs againſt the Conth 
Good, &c. 

And then he deſcends to the Bench, and the Jury, where 
he brings1n the Pope, ſpeaking of the Prieſts and Jeſuites 
in theſe woras : 


Hell keep the reſt from Juſtice (we call Fury,)) 

And ſend them Wakeman's or a Gaſcoign Jury : 
Pickd, Brib'd, InſtruGed how to murther Truth, 

From Grand St. Martins Bull , aud Cits Wide Mouth. 


And take them quite through, they are all of the ſame 
Style and Delign : And I would have any man tell me 
now, if a body may not charitably enough conclude, that 
whoſoever Defames the Government at This rate, wiſhes 
it Overtwrn'd; and if he had but Power and Opportunity, 
would do his part toward it. I ſhould be ungratefu], now 
I am upon this ſubject , 1f I ſhould not acknowledge the 
Honor he has done me 1n divers of his Emblematical Pie- 
ces. He has preſented the world with S7x Towzers, and 
L'Eſtrance with Four Fair pair of Gallows. 
_ Here's nothing hitherto, but what may very well paſs 
tor the Preamble to a Conſpiracy, and he that conſiders 
' his Haunts, the Company he kept, the Acceſs he had to 
E the 
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the Private Cabals and Conſultations of the Fation ; to- 
g2ther with his forwardneſs to thruſt himſelf into all Po- 
pular Brawls and Conteſts, and that Stubborn Obſtinacy 
which was natural to him, will undoubtedly look upon 
him as an inſtrument every way qualified for ſuch a pur-' 
pole. As they were carrying away Sam. Harris about 
the Treaſonous Libel that coſt Mr. Fitz- Harris his Life, 
arid a Crowd of People about him, a very honeſt Gentle- 
man, a friend of mine; faw Co/ege whiſpering with a Per- 
ſon then in Power, from whom he went immediately to 
make his way to Harris ; but the preſs was ſo great that 
he was forc'd to deliver his Meſſage to him over Three or 
Four Heads, and ſo call'd to him juſt over the ſhoulder of 
the Gentleman , my friend. Come Sam. (ſays. he) take a 
good beart, My. Such a one——(naming the perſon) makes 
20 doubt but to bring ye off. 

And to ſhew ye now what Credit Co/ege had with his 
Party, (but to what purpole in this particular I cannot ſay ) 
He took his Hat which was very broad Brim'd , and hold- 
Ing it in his hands with the inſide upward , I have giver 
away (lays he) twice as mich money as this Hat would hold, 
Brims and all. Now I ſuppoſe this money was not thrown 
away to make Ducks and Drakes; ſo that I cannot recon- 
cile this Declaration of his to a certain Paſſage in his Laſt 
Speech, viz. [I take God to witneſs, I never had one Six. 
perice, or any thing elſe , to carry on any Deſign ; and if it 
were to ſave my life now, I cann't Charge any man in the 
world with any deſign againſt the Government (as God is my 
Witneſs) or againſt his Majeſty, or any other Perſon.) 

The Expltcation of this Clauſe depends upon the know- 
ledge of what 1s meant by theſe words, [ANY DESIGN :] 
for the Expreſſion 1s too large to be True, if it be taken in 
the Latitude : andit it be underſtood with a Reſtri@707, 
j.e, that he knew of no Delign againſt the Kizg, or the 
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Government, the Principle of Forty one (by him afferted 
in his Tryal) brings him off, when the Rebellion it ſelf 
was declared to be FOR the King, and the Government ; 
ſo that 'tis but his placing the Government in the People, 
or the Two Houſes, to Countenance the Equivacation : 
And finally, The diſclaiming of a Defign againſt any other 
perſon goes a little too far methinks; for by his own Con- 
ic{lion there wasa Deſign carried on againſt the Papiſts. 

It would .be proper enough in this place to render ſome 
Account of his Deportment at Oxford in the Priſon. He 
was, at firſt coming, Stubborn and Caprious, Inſitting up- 
on the Rights of an Ezgliſh-man, and Menacing his Keeper 
till he was brought to better Terms, by telling him plain- 
Iy what hewas to truſt to. Nothing put him more out of 
Patience, than telling him of his P:@Fures. in his behavi- 
our in Company be ſeem'd always to be very little con- 
cern'd ; but his Keeper ſays he had terrible Agonies when 
he was by himſelf that kept him waking ſometimes whole 
nights. A little before he dy'd, Vir. Gregory the Sheriff 
came into his Room with an Order to have his Body de- 
liver d whole to his Friends. Upon the fight of the Seal, 
he leapt from his Bed with a great deal of Joy ; expeQ- 
Ing it might have been a Pardon; but upon {finding the 
miltake, he threw himſclt down again in a deep Diſquier, 
He ſays in his Dying words ( Printed for E. College) That 
the Meſſenger who brought him the Meſlage of his Death, 
told him he might ſave his Life, if he would confels who 
was the cauſe of his coming to Oxford, and upon what 
Account, which was 1ll done of the Meſlenger 3 for it was 
not only without, but contrary to Orders. 

He was in the main very ignorant of any thing of Re- 
ligion; and he would ſay that he found, and that he was 
guided by the Spirit z and this was his perpetual Refuge. 
What Principles he had were Enthyſtaſtical, As for In- 

E 2 {tance, 
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ſtance, He ſaid that Eating and Drinking in the Euchariſt, 
and fo waſhing in-Baptiſm was to be underſtood in a Spi- 
ritual Senſe, aud declar'd that he receiv'd no benefit by 
the Prayers of the Church. He ſpake of the Pnakers as 
the People of God, and particularly of one that had been 
with him as the honeſteſt man that ever he knew. It was re- 
ply'd to him by a Reverend Divine, that the Pnakers de- 
ny din eftect, Chriſtianity it ſelf: As the Two Sacraments, 
and a Srcceſſion of Miniſters, And next they deny'd both 
the Divirity, and Sati:fadion of our Saviour 5 naming Per, 
whom College (aid he very well knew, but did not own 
him in that Principle. His Favourite was Mr. Baxter, 


whom he heard more than Dr. Ower ; and his Opinion was, 
that God had a Church in all the SeF5 in England.

Fter thefe Pregnant and Undeniable Proots of fo ma- 
A ny Virulentand Audacious OQutrages upon the Per- 
jon, and Djgnity of his Majelty , and the very Forw, as 
well as the Adminiſtration of the Government. It remains 
now only to be conlidered how far the Maletator was 
Principled toward the Acuating of that Malice, and by 
what Methods he proponnded the putting of thoſe Dit- 
loyal Inclinations into Execution. 

Firlt, As to his Opinion of the Sovereignty, according to 
the Conſtitution -of this Kingdom , we hall not need to 
look any further for'r, than into his own words, and the 
Inevitable .

Now 1n ſaying this, he-takes up- 
on himſelt the Owning of all the Principles, whereupon 
they proceeded in that Controverſie betwixt the King and 
the Two Houſes : And in ſo doing , {trips the King of all 
his Regalitics, and Lodges the Supremacy in the Lords 
and Commons. | The Papilts began the VVar (he ſays) The 
Papiſts broke off the Treaty at Uxbridge ; and the Papiſts 
cut off the Kings Head, Page 81.] And in that cafe, He 
Juſtities the Old Parliament. What can be clearer now, 
than that if this King ſhould have been preſsd upon the 
ſame Yerms with his Royal Father, After the ſame manner 
as the Papiſts Beean , and Purſu'd rhe Former War, and 
brought his Late Maj-ſty to the Block, Jult ſo it thould 
have been call'd another Popi!h Exploit, the Reducing of

In which two Vertſcs is laid open, both the Deſign of De- 
throning the King , and in the word MASTERS the Do-

Now for a further Confirmation of his Opinion , He 
declar'd to Mr. Croſthwait 1n the Caſile at Oxford, That he 
believ'd it lawful to Reffſt the King, in cafe he ſhould in- 
vade his Property; and he endeavour'd to defend it by 
ſeveral Arguments, till at length he was (at leaſt) ſeeming- 
ly Convinc'd of his Miſtake.

Confidering the Me- 
thod of Colleges - Proceedings, with the Tendency of his 
Practices, Principles, aud Perſuaſtons, what could any 
man believe leſs (even without any further Evidence) 
than that College Meditated, and Deſjened the Improve- 
ment of all Occaſions to the Subverting of the Govern- 
ment ; and, in fuch manner too, as it is imputed to him?

Now as all theſe Stories were only Forgeries and Con- 
trivances to put the Hot-headed and credulous Fools of 
the Faction into a Ferment, and prepare them for any vio- 
lent Attempt 3 the Project did fo far alſo take cff:& , as 
to draw together armed multitudes into a Reſolution and 

Con- 
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Confederacy, to oppoſe whatſoever ſhould be preſented
